Divine Gold 


Divine Gold: what is meant is not some blasphemous 
adoration, or even the Biblical worship of a golden 
calf. Instead, the term is an attempt to convey to 
modern readers the fundamental belief of the ancient 
Egyptians in the sacredness and magic power of gold, 
the substance of gods and kings. The symbolic power 
that was associated by the Egyptians with gold — 
because of its shine and its enduring qualities — was 
similar to the power invested in alchemy, which was 
transmitted by Arab alchemists to Europe during the 
Middle Ages. 

The ancient Egyptians are the only people in the 
world whose belief in the magic of gold was given 
expression in the material world. Only when we 
understand this can we fully understand the form and 
meaning of the pieces of jewellery that were worn by 
Egyptian kings and their wives, princes and 
princesses, officials and servants, both in life and in 
their graves. Gold was a divine metal that not only 
decorated but also imparted magic power. 

These ideas could be supported only by gold in 
abundance. Only in a land with rich supplies of gold 
could its divine power have been a credible belief. 

Precious stones and their artfully fashioned 
substitutes in coloured glass or faience were also 
closely linked to the idea of gold as magical. Each 
colour had a beneficial and protective function. 

Images and texts from surviving murals in tombs 
and temples provide rich insights: reports of 


expeditions in search of gold; biographies and titles of 
the officials dealing with gold and its processing; 
goldsmiths at work in their workshops; the uses and 
ways of wearing jewellery; royal decrees awarding 
gold... all these scenes and inscriptions show us the 
social and religious importance of gold jewellery in 
ancient Egypt. 

The shining golden sarcophagi and jewels in the 
tombs all guaranteed immortality to the deceased, 
because gold was of the same material as the eternal 
sun. It is now hard to imagine the value of the 
treasures that once lay buried in the the great 
pyramids and in the tombs of the Valley of the Kings, 
when even the tomb of such a relatively insignificant 
pharaoh as Tutankhamun revealed such overwhelming 
wealth. It is amazing that after thousands of years of 
tomb-robbery there are still treasures to be found. 

Of the immense treasures produced under the 
pharaohs only fragments now survive. These pieces — 
lost for ages — give us an insight into the highly 
developed skills of the ancient Egyptian goldsmiths. 
The pieces found bear witness to political, religious 
and historical changes, each detail holding a special 
meaning. Each piece of jewellery also reflects the 
extraordinary organizational abilities of the Egyptian 
state in mobilizing the enormous workforce that were 
needed to mine and transport the gold. This book is 
intended to give the reader an insight into the true 
scale of this achievement.
